I would advise you to 
carefully study the above locations to 
see which one ig in your vicinity. 
Make sure that your dog, if you have 
one, does not stray from home or 
get near this poisoned horse meat, 
as it only takes from % to % pound 
of this meat to kill a coyote, as well 
as a dog. 

All of these sets have been made 
with the knowledge and consent in 
writing of the land-owners con- 
cerned. The only harm that can 
come from any of these sets is if 
domestic dogs get near them to eat 
some of the meat. Wild dogs that 
wander a mile or more from home 
aren't much better than the coyotes.

Home And School Group 
Present Resolutions To 
Provincial Government 


Alberta parents will have to wait 
until 1957 at least for a text book 
rental plan, a delegation from the 
Alberta Federation of Home and 
School Associations was told when 
resolutions passed at the 1966 con- 
vention were presented to the cabinet 
recently. Hon, Mr. Aalborg, minis- 
ter of education, said the depart- 
ment was “seriously studying the 
possibility of introducing a text book 
rental plan for the province and 
hope to have something ready by 
1957." The plan is already in effect 
in British Columbia, 

Resolutions asking for fire dril] on 
school busses and school zone signs 
on highways where children cross to 
g°o to schoo] will be looked into by 
the minister of highways. 

Praise was given to the work of 
the guidance clinics under the de- 
partment of health and an extension 
of the service was requested. At 
present there is only one full time, 
fully staffed clinic in the province; 
three other clinics are full time but 
are not fully staffed. Dr. Cross 
Stated that there is considerable dif- 
ficulty encountered in securing staff. 
The delegation emphasized the need 
to extend the guidance clinics to 
serve children in need of such help 
in all parts of the province. 

A resolution requesting that stu- 
dents be directed into the school 
program for which their aptitudes 
appear to be best suited and an ex- 
tension of trade schools, agricultural 
schools and technical schools to ac- 
commodate this large group of stu- 
dents, was presented. Information 
was given that a broadening of the 
apprenticeship training is at present 
under consideration and this would 
appear to be one answer to the reso- 
lution. 

The cabinet members refused to 
take under consideration a resolution 
requesting that teachers be required 
to have more than one year of train. 
ing before being granted a perman- 
ent certificate, and that the period 
of training be lengthened by 1965 to 
four years of university training be- 
fore permanent certification. One 
minister stated that very little in the 
way of training is required to teach 
the elementary grades, but possibly 
more is required for high school 
teachers. This resolution has re. 
received widespread support of par- 
ents who believe that much more 
training is required for teachers to 
effectively develop the minds of 
their children and the cabinet’s atti- 
tude will be a bitter blow.
